Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
twes of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “Bettering Operations
and Oversight through Senate-process Transparency in

3408 Act” or the “BOOST 3408 Act”.
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1 SEC. 2. ADMINISTRATOR FOR 340B DRUG DISCOUNT PRO-

3 (a) ADMINISTRATOR FOR 340B DRUG DISCOUNT
4 ProGrRAM.—Section 340B of the Public Health Service
5 Act (42 U.S.C. 256b) is amended by adding at the end
6 the following new subsection:

7 “(f) ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS.

8 “(1) ADMINISTRATOR.—There shall be in the
9 Health Resources and Services Administration an of-
10 ficial to be known as the Administrator for the 3408
11 Drug Discount Program (referred to in this section
12 as the ‘Administrator’), who shall, in addition to any
13 other authority that may be vested in the Adminis-
14 trator, carry out the functions transferred to the Ad-
15 ministrator pursuant to section 2(b) of the BOOST
16 340B Act. The Administrator shall be appointed by
17 the President, by and with the advice and consent
18 of the Senate, and shall report directly to the Sec-

22 the Secretary, may appoint a Deputy Administrator

2 (1) TRANSFER OF FUNCTIONS.—Not later than
3 January 1, 2020, the Secretary of Health and
4 Human Services shall transfer to the Administrator

7 Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 256b), as added by
8 subsection (a), all functions delegated under such
9 section 340B to the Administrator of the Health Re-

11 before the date of such transfer.

  1. Short title This Act may be cited as the  Bettering Operations and Oversight through Senate-process Transparency in 340B Act or the  BOOST 340B Act. 
  2. Administrator for  340B Drug Discount Program 
  (a) Administrator for  340B Drug Discount Program Section 340B of the Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 256b) is amended by adding at the end the following new subsection: 
  
  (f) Administrative provisions 
  (1) Administrator There shall be in the Health Resources and Services Administration an official to be known as the Administrator for the 340B Drug Discount Program (referred to in this section as the  Administrator), who shall, in addition to any other authority that may be vested in the Administrator, carry out the functions transferred to the Administrator pursuant to section 2(b) of the BOOST 340B Act. The Administrator shall be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and shall report directly to the Secretary. 
  (2) Deputy Administrator; other personnel The Administrator, with the approval of the Secretary, may appoint a Deputy Administrator and may employ and prescribe the functions of such officers and employees, including attorneys, as are necessary to carry out the authorities and functions of the Administrator. .  
  (b) Transition provisions 
  (1) Transfer of functions Not later than January 1, 2020, the Secretary of Health and Human Services shall transfer to the Administrator for the 340B Drug Discount Program appointed under subsection (f) of section 340B of the Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 256b), as added by subsection (a), all functions delegated under such section 340B to the Administrator of the Health Resources and Services Administration as of the day before the date of such transfer. 
  (2) Transfer of property, records, and personnel 
  (A) Property and records The contracts, liabilities, records, property, and other assets and interests of, or made available in connection with, the functions of the Administrator of the Health Resources and Services Administration that are transferred by paragraph (1) are transferred to the Administrator for the 340B Drug Discount Program. 
  (B) Personnel The personnel employed in connection with the functions of the Administrator of the Health Resources and Services Administration that are transferred by paragraph (1) are transferred to the Administrator for the 340B Drug Discount Program.
